Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 3-5, the prior art fails to disclose an optical signal processing device 
having a demultiplexer and a multiplexer with a plurality of connecting optical paths, a delay 
adjuster on at least one of the paths, and a detector having: a tunable filter, a clock regeneration 
circuit controlled according to at least one tunable filter signal, and a phase comparator. 

Regarding claims 6 and 10, the prior art fails to disclose an optical signal processing 
device having a demultiplexer and a multiplexer with a plurality of connecting optical paths, a 
delay adjuster on at least one of the paths, and a detector having: a pulse light source, a filter for 
passing an optical signal, and a gain saturation device accepting the pulse light source and passed 
signal in which the controller controls the delay adjuster such that the average power of light 
output from the gain saturation device is reduced or increased. 

Regarding claims 9 and 13, the prior art fails to disclose an optical signal processing 
device having a demultiplexer and a multiplexer with a plurality of connecting optical paths, a 
delay adjuster on at least one of the paths, and a detector having: a pulse light source, a filter for 
passing an optical signal, a second filter for passing a second optical signal, and a gain saturation 
device accepting the pulse light source and passed signal in which the controller controls the 
delay adjuster such that the average power of light output from the gain saturation device is 
reduced or increased.
